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1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because the error 
which is relied upon to support the reissue application has not been specifically identified. 
Applicant has not been specific with respect to the error and its scope. In identifying the error, it 
is sufficient that the reissue declaration identify a single word, phrase, or expression in the 
specification or in an original claim, and how it renders the original patent wholly or partly 
inoperative or invalid. See In re Constant 3 USPQ2d 1479; 37 CFR 1 .175(a)(1) and MPEP § 
1414. 

2. Claims 8-25 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 8-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. While the disclosure of U.S. Patent 6,034,091 (Dante) 
describes a method of treating depression associated with alcoholism (see examples 1 and 4 in 
columns 5-7 of the specification and the claims), the disclosure does not support a method of 
treating alcoholism and depression associated therewith. There is simply no mention in the 
entire disclosure regarding treating alcoholism. The treatment of depression associated with 
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alcoholism is not equivalent to treating alcoholism and associated depression since treatment of 
alcoholism implies reducing craving for alcohol and/or treating withdrawal. The instant 
disclosure provides no support for either aspect of treating alcoholism. Furthermore, there is no 
adequate support for the pharmaceutical composition and kit claims since the disclosure of the 
present invention does not describe them. Accordingly, applicant should cancel claims 8-25 
since they are new matter to the disclosure. 

5. Applicant should note that an interference will only be declared if all claims have been 
determined to be allowable. Claims 1-7 remain allowable.
